Sir Charles H. Topper said that before 
tho session opened a unmber of cattlemen, 
accompanied by Mr. Mulock, waited upou 
him asking for relief. ‘hey complained 
that a combine existed among shipowners 
to keep up freight rates, He asked them 
to furnish him with proof. None had 
since been forwarded, THe then read from 
& letter of the inspector of cattle shipments 
at Montroal, showing that rates at Mont- 
real were lower than at any American port, 
Under the circumstances hé could not ses 
why members opposite should constantly 
attempt to alarm the country and continue 
advocating the passage of a bill for which 
hho necessity existed, 

Sir John Thompson said that if there 
was the this session the Government 
would introduce the insolvency bill and 
the Companies’ Act, The insolvency bill 
had been fully considered in the Senate 
and would probably not require much dis: 
cussion in the House, 

Hon. Mr. Luarier asked if the Govern 
ment intended introducing a bill for the 
redistribution of Quebec this session. Sir 
tohn Thompson suid be would snewer iu a 
day or two. 

sir, MoVarthy sald that be had a bill on 
the order paper relating to dual language 
in the Northwost Territories. Because of 
absence from the House bis bill had been 
passed twice. Hon. Mr, Daly had a bill 
dealing with the Northwest Torritories on 
the paper. He asked if his bill might be 
considered at the same time, 

Sir John Thompson could give no as 
surance. 

Mr. Martin, on motion to go into supply, 
took up the question of the land graut to 
the University of Manitoba He read from 
certain documents to show that the Do- 
minion Goverament granted certain lands 
to the university unconditionally, It 
would appear that when the lands were 
granted the university was not # teaching 
institation, bat simply granted degrees on 
examination to the successful students of 
Catholic and Protestant schools. Since 
the lands were granted the university be 
came @ teaching {netitution, and fmmedi 
ately Archbishop ache claimed a portion 
of the lands for a Catholic university, Mr. 
Martin said that the archbishop had ap. 
pealed to the Dominion Governmont, and 
that the Government had promised to 
divide the lands as suggested, It was a 
matter with which the provincial govern 
ment alone had any jurisdiction, Why did 
the Government refuse to issue the patents 
to the university ? 

Sir John Thompson was surprised that 
the hou, member should be so urgent in 
hin demand for the patents, «ince the uni 
voraity authorities themselves had not made 
any such demand during four long yours 

Hon, Mr, Laurier blamed the Govern 
ment for not haying four years ago render 
ed a devision one way or another, settling 
the question forever. 

Hon. Mr. Daly thought it a singular 
thing that though he bad been Minister of 
the Interior for eighteen months, he had 
not beeu appealed to by the University of 
Manitoba if they were in such haste as 
Mr. Martin bad suggested, He promised 
that since the matter had been brought to 
hia attention be would see that it would be 
dealt with by the Government as speedily 
ax possible in a natisfactory manner 

Mr. McCarthy said that the Dominion 
Government had already decided the ques 


tion, sud that the reason of delay was 
because the university had refused to 
acceptthe patents upon the conditious 


imposed hy the Government

Keoord as » Crook. 

Tononto, Jone 1,.—Two men have been 
arrested, charged with the awindling of 
John York, the farmer from British Co. 
lumbia. They gave thelr names as John 
Williams and William McPherson. Mr. 
York iventified the mon ponltively as the 
two who swindled Lim out of $190 on the 
C. PR train, 

One of the men ix supposed to be the 
notorious " Molly Matches,” who is known 
all over America asthe prince of confidence 
men. The police are divided ‘in their 
opinion as to his identity with that notori- 
ous character, but the general belief is 
that ho is the man. 

“Molly Matches’ bas a somewhat drama- 
tio career. When « youth he disguised 
himself as a matoh-girl during a big cele 
bration in New York city, ot on account 
of his slight figure and rather feminine 
cast of countenance he passed among the 
throngs without being discovered. In this 
one day ho is said tohave made §2,000 and 
won for himself the nom de plume by 
which be has beon known ever since. 

During the war ho joined » dozen differ- 
ent regiments and made a considera! 
sum of money as a bounty jumper, He 
has seldom used bis real name, which ts 
John Larney, but after the war he ceme 
to Canada and bonght some property at 
Silver Creek, near Brainpton, under the 
nameof John Dolan, It isnot known 
whether or not hoe holds this property yet, 
When 83 yoara old he had served sleven 
years in varlous penitentiaries, and was 
indebted to others from which be had 
eacaped for twelve years. 

One of the most daring schemes that 
Larney aver enginesred was the robbery 
of the Galesburg bank about fifteen years 
ago. He waited until all the officials 
except the cashier had gone ont to lunch- 
eon, and then walked into the building 
with two associates  Larney kept the 
casbler busy in making some small change, 
while the second man held upa newspaper 
and screcued the third, who snatoled 
$0,600 from the desk without being ob- 7 
served. Then the three men left the bank, 
and getting into # rig that a fourth ma 
had outside, the whole quartette escaped.

Phe matter of miniuter\al character and 
dootring was enquired foto, the only oases 
requiring special consideration being that 
of Rey. No'sou Burns, MoA., aud thie in 
the matter of doctrinal teaching alone, 

The president informed the conference 
that in accordance with tho resolution of 
one yoarago he had communtoated with 
Rey. Mr, Burne avggesting that # confer- 
once be had with him in regard to his 
theological opinions aud aah tugs Mr. 
Burns being in dolicate health requested 
that he be permitted to propose a written 
statement of his views in Hon ot porsonally 
appearing before the committes, Such a 
paper ontitled, ‘* My apology,’ was uc. 
cordingly propared by himand submitted 
to the president. Charges having beon 
preferred by Rov. I. KE. Nugent the follow 
ist brethren were chosen by to president 
to investigate tho same: Reva, Dr. Wil 
liama, Dr, Griffin, Dr, Honderavu, Joho 
Scott and George Richardson. 

Tho provident callod upon the secretary 
of the conference to read Rey, Mr, Burne’ 
“My apology.” The weoretary read charge 
as follows: ‘He holds and teaches 
that the Holy Sorlpturés are non-oanoritial ; 
he JERE OR and discredits the Word of 
God, and affirma thatit is not the only 
rule and tho sufficlont rule both of our 
faith and pract ‘ 


Charge 2,—"Hoe holds and torches a 
view of Jesas Christ which makes Hie 
divinity practioall non-essential, and 


while declining to deolare his accord with 
the view of divinity of Ohrist held by 
the Methodist church he has assailed that 
view,” 

Ubarge 8. —"He holde and teaches as 
the emmential of the gospel the fraternal 
doctrine that a Christian may and should 
know the will of God in all things affeot- 
ing him exclusively by the direct revela 
tion and guidance of the Spirit as well us 
Christ or the apostles knew ty, and repudi 
atos all othor guides,” 

Charge 4—Ho ignores the leading 
doctrines of Mothodiain, treating them as 
invssential and doslaring iu substance that 
his theory of guidance ja the whole gospel 
he asserts the lownfliclency of Wesley's 
touching and example, because it did not 
include this fanatical doctrine ; aluo de 
clares that Methodism has fo satisfactory 
anawer to the crucial problem asto how 
to live right Le aspersoa the siucerity 
and integrity of Methadiats and Method 
fam, ropndiates rales and regulations for 
religlons exercises, and his teachings have 
produced dissatisfaction and discussion 
prejudicial to the Methodist Churoh fn 
several places.”

A committoo appointed to prepare a re- 
wolation re above case bronght in the fol- 
lowing report, which, on motion of Rey, 
Dr. Griffin, seconded by Rey.[Dr, Willough- 
by, was accepted : 

“The charges against the Rey. Nelson 
Burns, M.A., for holding and propagating 
doctrinos which are contrary to our articles 
of religion and doctrinal standard, having 
beon fully sustained; Resolved, that the 
only course cpa to us is that he be de 
posed from the ministry of our Church. 
Nevertheless this penalty shall not be en 
forced uotil the last day of the present 
session of the conference and not then if 
in the meantime he shall, to the satisfac 
tion of the conference, retract hia errone- 
ous viows and ayow himaelf in full accord 
with Methodist doctrines and neages,

most frequently intojfcollision, and it may 
eafely be dasumed that unde’ Deleasso's 
Joad the collisions will be more frequent 
than over, . The Minister of Finarica is M. 
Poinoarre, who seems to have been selected 
because he published « few days ago a 
bitter diatribe against England, apropos of 
the question just now at lasde between 
England and France. There is ih France 
no road to popularity and power so sure 
and direct as known hioatility to 
Great Britain.’ General Mercier remains 
Minister of War—anotbor notorious Anglo- 
phobe, . It-might be difficult to find « 
distinguished French goldier who is not. 

Hore therafore are the five lesding mem- 
bers of the new Ministry, the Primo 
Minister included, all of them romarkable 
and remarked for their enmity to England. 
Thoy take office at thoment when a fresh 
subjeot of suspicion and jealousy has been 

provided ia the Anglo-Belgian convention. 
Mere has beon an explosion of French 
wrath ogainst that agreoment, The Hrench 
are furlous because they have been fore- 
stalled. 

The last act of the Casimir-Perior was 
to send round a circular to European oapi- 
tals protesting againat the convention be- 
tween England and Belgium.

They are all Chauvinist, They are 
forions because there {fs ® concession to 
Italy and they hate Italy’ rather more bit- 
terly than England, They are furious be- 
cause Belgiim leases to England « district 
on the Iakes, ‘The concession to Italy isin 
tho extreme cast. ‘That to England is 
hnndreds of miles from the noarest French 
frontier, y 

England dora undoubtedly gain a right 
of way through Central Africa’ The con- 
tinent is cnt in two, cry the French, and 
the English Haye gained # diplomatic 
triumph. Both statements, though byaster 
jeal in form, are true in substance. It is 
probably a “considerable diplomatic suo- 

cess, It was avery difficult one, a it is 
regarded with pride at the English Foreign 
Office. 

Germany thinks it so important that she 
joins inthe French protest. It is, how 
ever, 6o far as the merits of tho question 
go, 4 bureaucratic protest based on tech- 
nical grounds. It {s also a “German habit 
to encourage dissension between England 
and Franco, 

The whole aubject was debated in Par-

York Chamber of Commerce, 


This Country is Made the Henefloiary tn 
the Products of Field, Yorest aud 
Mino Ox Should Rectp- 

rooate With Ke; 


New Yonx, June 5.—The thirty sixth 
snnual rppprt of the Chamber of Com- 
morco of the State of Now York has been 
submitted to its members by George Wil 
son, the sooretary of ‘the Chamber, It 
containg the usual trade reviews, with ste 
tatios of trade and finance and much other 
valuable information, Concerning: com 
merolal relations with Canada, the report 
ays 

"Among other important questions 
which have come before the Chambor dur 
log the past year, was that of our com 
mercial relations with Canada under the 

ending tariff bill, The Committee on 
Foreign Commerce and the Revenue Lawa 
submitted a report on the anbject which 
was unanimously adopted at the mesting 
of March 1, and « copy ordered to be sent 
to the President of the United States and 
to the members of both Houses of Con- 
grena. 

“The roport declared that the Wilson 
tariff bill, as it stood at that time, admits 
the products! of ‘the fields, foresta, minos 
and fisheries) of Canada to a groat oxtent 
freo of dutw Canada consumes, largely 
many artioles of American manufacture, 
in some oases mado from the raw materials 
purchased by the manufacturers of the 
United States from Canadian producers. 
On these mandfactures the prosent tariff 
of Canada impoxes w heavy duty, which 
operates a9 # barrier to trade between the 
two countries. 

“The Chamber bolioves that if Canada's 
products are admitted to our markets free 
of daty it is but fair that Canada should 
reciprocate as regards our tmanofactures. 
Our fishermen are entitled to better treat. 
mont than they have heretofore received at 
the hands of the Canadian Government, 
Awmorican shipping on the great lakes 
should have the benefit of uniform nayi 
gation laws, applying alike to Canadian 
and American shippifig, and American 
railroads entitled to fair and non-diserimi- 
nation for the tariffs. Those groat ad- 
vantages, it was urged, could be obtained 
by suspending the operation of our new 
tariff law aa it applies to Canada until 
those questions can be adjusted by a com- 
iniasion representing both the interests of 
Canada and the United States. 

“This subject is of great importance to 
tho agricniturists of the United States as 
well as to the interests indicated in the 
report, The valuo of farming land on the 
Canadian aide of the frontiér is much less 
than that on the American side, and the 
samo is troe of farm products If the 
Wilson bill should become a law in its 
present form, it would practically unify 
values on Both sides of the line. In other 
words, it would lower land values on the 
United States side and increaso them on 
the Canadian, with precisely the same 
effect upon the products of that land. 

“White thie might insure to some ex- 
tont, tothe bonefit of consumers in the 
United States, it would unquestionably be 
detrimental to thoas of producers, but it 
would be of inestimable benefit to Canada. 
Many farmors in our northern tier of 
States are largely in debt, and the enact 
ment of the Wilson bill would mean bank- 
ruptcy tothem, If it be deemed beat, 
however, to make this sacrifice in the 
interost of the consumer, it would seem 
buat ordinary business common senso to 
exact from Canada for the othor intorests 
nivntioned in the report fair treatment 
from the Canadian Goyernment,”

those who have soon the result of the great 
calamity that has overtaken the province 
of Britinh Columbia oan conceive the mag- 
nitude of the appalling disaster or describe 
the dewtrnotion wrought by the destroying 
element, Hitherto the fow burried. words 
finshed over the wire has but faintly con- 
veyod an improssion of the awfal grahdeur 
of the scene in full view for bondreds of 
tiles along the once falr valley of the 
Fraser, 
Soone of Mournful Desolation. 

After a dangerous run through five 
miles of flood, we reached Port Harvey, 
Hore wo boarded the steamer Transfer 
which bad her nose run into the road bed 
and which was moored to the rails, $Start- 
ing directly, the boat whirled around in 
the violent current and hor bow plonghed 
through the turbulent water up stream. 
Atoncea scene of the most mournfal 
desolation was sproad before our eyea We 
passed horde of half-sturved cattle tied on 
the rafts with no one to guide the journey 
of the insecure raft, 

Then two houses, tied with strips to 
awaying rafts, glided awiftly by, The 
families were at the doors with excited 
faces, but apparently safe, By some une 
accountable means these enterprising 

vighbors had moored their houses to the 
rafts, had put together their chattles, aud 
then lot yo from thelr anchorage, Next a 
large scow load of putrid carcasses of 
puimals wwirled by, That lot of cattle 
had starved to death i 

An Old Settler's Grief, 

A red handkerchief was furiously waved 
at us # short distance off and the steamor'’s 
hands were soon Ifting outof a boat an 
exhunated farmer and bis wife, Lhe wo- 
mau had fainted for waut of food, A 
moment later we were ngain hailed, A 
man ou the shore called ont to kuow if we 
had seon o raft with two dead bodies on 
it. He heard it had just passed down, 
The men was dripping wet and looked as 
{f he had swam ashore, Perhaps the dead 
bodies wore those of his comrades, perhaps 
of his sons, ‘The news of these deaths had 
not reached the city before our return, so 
the bodivs escaped observation, lu a like 
inanner news uf navy tragedies will never 
réach here, Thero were many other lesa 
exolting scenes ou our trip. The steamer 
sailed over the Canadian Pacific railway 
tracks and tied up at the Wharuock rail 
way etution, which was half uuder water.

A GOOD MAN,GONE 


Mr J W Dunnett Pasion Poncofully 
Away After a Lingering Lines 

No one was surprised but everyone in 
Telleville was sincersly grieved when it 
was learned thia morning that Mr. J. W. 
Duonett had pawed away during the night. 
He was first taken ill last December with 
indigestion, but recovered. Somo seven 
weeks agohe had again totaketo hi 
consequence of an attack of jaun 
which, also, he temporarily recovered, He 
soon after this took 1 heayy cold, followed 
by an abcess and various complications of 
the stomach and liver, For some days 
past the attending physicians had aban- 
doned all hopes of his recovery, and he 
radually grow weaker and weaker uatil 
fifteen minutes after three o'clock this 
morning, when he poacofully passed away. 
The deceased was born in Thurso, 
Caithness, Scotland, on the I4th of Jaou- 
ary, 1840, When he was but two years 
old his parents came to Canada and lo- 
cated first in Montreal, Four years alter 
they moved to Pakenham, a small village 
not far from Ottawa. James W. received 
his education at the Academy of Kirkwell, 
Orkney Islonds, whither he was sent from 
Canada, and where he swept all the first 
»rizes in Classica and mathematics, Qu 
is rotarn to Canada he became a capt, of 
the volunteer force, active militia, in 1862, 
He himself raised the compaay of volun- 
teers in consrquence of the excitoment 
caused by tho arrest of Mason and Slidell 
on the high seas. In 1864 he left the 
parental roof and started in life tor him- 
self. He located in Peterborough, where 
he commenced business. In 1870 he re~ 
moved to Belleville, where ho has since 
resided, and where he bas conducted a 
success{ul dry goods business, While io 
Peterboro he was paymaster of the 67th 
Battalion, and when he came to this city 
became major of the 15th Battalion, A, 


Mr. Dunnett bold high noti 
responsibility and duty of citizenship, 
always took a streng interest in municipal 
affairs, In 1881 he, in response to a re~ 
quast ofa number of his friends, offered 
himselfas an aldermanic eandidate, in 
which capacity he served for that and two 
following years. In 1884 he was elected 
to the mayoralty aftera warm trangular 
contest, and wasre-elected in 1885, after 
which he retired from active municipal 
life, though he always kept in touch with 
all matters that affected the interest of the 
city. Belleville never had a more faithful 
and conscientious servant than he. 

During all bis life he was a strong ad- 
yocate of temperance and when he ran for 
the mayoralty he adopted the Scott Act 
as his platform. He has for many years 
been connected with the Orange and Odd- 
fellows’ societies,in both of which organiza- 
tions he has occupied high positions. He 
wasa faithtul member of the Reformed 
Episcopal church, and for many years 
served as Suoday Schoo! Superintendent 
both in Peterboro and in Belleville. On 
November ‘th., 1864, he married Eliza- 
beth Jane Gibson, a most eatimable lady, 
who survives him. He left no children 

Mr, Dunnett was one of those men, all 
too rare, of whom no one has or ever had 
aught but good to say. He enjoyed the 
sincere respect and fullest confidence of all 
classes of citizens. [In basiness, his 
methods were honorable; in public life he 
held high ideals and manfully fought for 
the principles he held;in private life he 
was most amiable and well beloved; in all 
respects he was mavly man, staunch 
and true, and by his death Belleville loses 
one of her most respected and progressive 
and ussfal citizens,

A PARK FOR BELLEVILLE 


THRE HARBOR COMMISSIONERS BaVE 
UNDERTAKEN AN IMPORTANT 
WORK 


Mill Island and Both Sides of the River 
to be Converted Into a Bandsome 
Park 


For a long time the people of Belleyille 


havo been yearning fora park, and yoar 
after year ove project after another has 
been mooted and talked about, but nothing 
whatever was done; and we have droned 


along in the old way, the only city in 
Canada, probably in America, that has 
not gota park. At last, however, we are 
to have one, or in facttwo or throe; al- 
though they will not be furnished by the 
city, The voterprising individuals who 
are doing the work are the Harbor Com- 
missioners, who, this week have made an 
important move in this direction. They 
have purchased the strip of land along 
the weet bank of the river oxtending from 
the lower bridge to a point 200 feet below 
the old Ashery, A atone wall is being 
built along the river some 10 or 12 feet 
high extending over thia whole distance, 
and tho river and bay from the present 
location of the dredge to near the bridge 
will be dredged to a sufficient depth to 
allow small steamers to pass up to a Jand- 
ing place at the park, The space be- 
tween the wall and the roadway 1s being 
filled in and will be planted with trees and 
made into a handsome little park. 

Then on the oast side of the river the 
commissfonera have secured or will sacuro 
the plot of land below No, 1 fire Hall, 
which will be planted with trees. A bridge 
will thea be constracted from this poiat to 
Mill Island, which also will be converted 
into a handsome park. 

These improvements, bosides affording 
ploasant places of resort for the citizens of 
Belleville, will m+ke a wonderful change 
in the appearance of the city from the 
bay; and people who first see Belleville 
from the water will have before them a 
panorama of beauty instead of seeing a 
dreary wasto of swamp and tumble down 
buildings. Those pleasant parks, so con- 
veniently located, will also attract to the 
city many more excursions than at pre- 


te 

Not all this work may be finished this 
year, but already work isio progress ¢n 
the west aide of the nv.r and it will be 
kept up continuously till the whole plan is 
completed. Much credit is due the o m- 
missionors for undertaking this work aid 
especially to Mr. Waloridge, who first 
conceived the project and has persistently 
followed it up tillit has arrived at its 
present position of certainty and i# being 
actually carried into operation.

SOME COLONIAL QUESTIONS 


Great Intere) enin the Appromehing 
Conference to be Held at Ottawa 
The Colonial Tax Denounved 
—Mr. Muddart Sail 
for Canada. 


Loxvon, June 9.—In a speech in Lon- 
don last evening Lord Salisbury made a 
strong attack upon Sir William Harcourt’s 
budget, The death dnties proposed by ; 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, he sald, 
provides the Kuglish brethren in the 
colonies with rod of offence, They 
catined the first lous difference of opin- 
fon by Australia and England. 

Concerning home rule Lord Salisbury 
said that the crisis which had endangered 
the integrity of the empire was now 
passed. lo was convinced that in the 
hext general election the people would 
endorse the action of the Lords in reject- 
ing the home role bill 

Among the many problems that were 
pressing for solution, the isbor problem 
was perbaps the most conspicuous It was 
causing general uneasiness and anxiety, 
While the population of the conntry grew 
constantly the means of ployment did 
not thorease with equsl rapidity, The 
tariff wall, which separated Great Britain 
from almost every other civilized nation, 
was rendering the chances of self-eupport 
fowoer than over, 

The result of the difficulties were largely 
now ones, and it would not be surprising 
to lowrn that the legislative machinery 
hitherto used had become inadequate, The 
Liberals bad done nothing toward emooth- 
lng the way to the adjustment of class dif- 
erenoes, but bad incited class alnat 
class ‘Che Conservatives, however, hoped 
to preserve the mutual harmony of the 
claxses and they would andortake the sola- 
tion of the formidable social problema, 


INTERCOLONIAL CONFERENCE. 


Sir Johu Colomb Urges Clearer Exposi- 
thon of Conference's Aims,

It {fe anid, (ff woman is given such op- 
portunities, sho will oconpy places that 
might be taken by men. I suy, if she have 
more skill and adaptedness for any poal- 
tion than a man lias, lot herhave it! She 
has a# much right to hor bread, to her ap- 
parel and to her home as mon havo, 

Bat it is said that her nature is no dell- 
cate that she te unfitted for exhausting 
toll. I ask in the name of all past history, 
what toll on oarth i» more severe, exhaust 
ing and tremendous than that toll of the 
neodle to which for ages she has been anb 
jected? Tho battering ram, the sword, the 
carbine, the battlo-axe, Lave made no 
such havock as the noodle. 

Go with me, and I will show you a 
woman who, by hardest toll, supports lor 
ebildren, her drunken husband, her old 
father and mother, pays her house-rent, 
always bas wholesome food on the table, 
and, when sho can get some neighbor on 
the Sabbath to come in aud take care of 
hor family, appears in church, with bat 
and cloak that are far from indicating the 
toil to which she is subjected.

reas, the desplonbility of men who begrudge 
4 womun the right to work anywhere, in 
auy honorable calling! 

Igo still turther, and say that women 


ahonld have equal compensation with mer. 
By what principle of justicn is it that wo: 
men in many of our cities get only two- { 
thirds as much pay as men, and in many 
cases only halfY Hore is the gigantic injus- 
tico—that for work equally well, if uot 
better done, woman receives far less com- 
pensation than man, 

To thousands of young women in our 
cities to-day there is only this alternative— 
starvation or dishonor, Many of the largest 
mnereantile establishments of our cities are 
accessory to those abominations; and from 
thelr largo establishments there aro scores 
of souls being pitched off into death; and 
their employers know itl

ment? I tell you, if God rises up to redress 
woman's Wrongs, many of our large estab

I hear from all this land the wail of wo: 
manhood, Man bas nothing to answer to 
that wail but flatteries, Ho says she is an 
angel. Sheis not, She knows she is not 
She isa human boing, who gote hungry 
whon she has no food, and cold when she 
has no fire, Give her no more flatteries, 
give her justice! 

There are about fifty thoueand sewing 
girls in New York and Brooklyn. Across 
the darknoss of this night I hear their 
death groan, It is not such a ory as comes 
from those who are suddenly hurled out 
of life, but n slow, grinding, horrible 
wasting away. Gather them before you 
and loox into their faces, pinched, glast 
ly, hunger-struck! 

At a large mooting of these women, held 
in a hall in Philadelphia, grand speochos 
wero delivered, but # needié-woman took 
tho stand, throw aside the faded shawl, 
and with ber shrivelled arm hurled o very 
thanderbolt of eloquence, speaking of the 
horrora of her own experience.

solved to change employers, and went to 
got hor pay for work done, ‘I'he employer 
“I hear you aro going to loave mo?”

Governor of British Colambla, allading to 
the gonoral fooling of concern and sym 

pathy whioh had been evoked by the aa 
count of the devastating foods aléng the 
Fraser river, and asking to be Informed as 
to any atepa which might be takon in the 
province with a view of all ting the 
diatress of the sufferers, His Excellency 
has recolved « reply from Lieut.-Govornor 
Dowdney mentioning that the effects of 
the flood had been overstated; that the 
iroateat low was fm thin season's crops; 
that no lives had boon lost; that at the 
timo of tolographing there was little or no 
news of atock having boon destroyed. and 
that the Liont..Governor would wire to 
His Excellency any further information 
that be might obtain, 

Itis learned that the Government bas 
at Jaat decided not to introduce # redistri 
bution bill for the Previtice of Queboo thin 
session, althongh pressure was brought to 
bear on the Premier and his colleagues to 
doao, The Government iv hopeful that 
onoe this statement ia made in the House 
an effort will be made by all parties to 
roach prorogation before the end of the 
month, It is rather diffionlt to see how 
thin can be done, with the French treaty 
and fast Atlantic service bills not yet in 
troduced. Then thero i# the franchise 
bill, At all eveuts, prorogation will be 
reached in Jnly, if not before Dominion 
dey, The Government would like to bare 
their hands freo from their Parliamentary 
daties while the Intercolonial Conference 
in in season, 

Tho Government was unable to hols out 
any proapect of making Terminal City, 
Nova Scotia, the port of call in Canada for 
the fast Atlantic line to J. ©, Forbes, 
barrister, St John, who, with some of the 
Nova Scotia and Cape Breton members, 
waited upon them for this purpose, Tho 
usnal promise, however, that of considera. 
tlon, was given the delegation, 

Thomas Elliott, John Joseph Hawkins, 
Robert Heury and H. M, Wilson, all of 
Brantford, are in the city and bad an in: 
terviow with Mr, Haggart in regard to the 
subsidy for two miles of the Brantford, 
Watorloo & Lake Erle Railway. The road 
has been built and the subsidy granted for 
sixtoon miles already, but the total length 
of the road is eighteen miles, and the del- 
oygates want the subsidy for the other two 
tailos. 

City Clark Honderson received the long 
awaiteil report from Architect Hodyson 
and Nady respecting the cottage hospituly 
on Porter's Island.

Mr. Wellman then stepped forward to- 
ward the jury box and sneered, “Yes, 
gentlemen, he admits that he signed 
the cbeque, but why? Because woe 
have bis letter ry of bis orime and 
begging for mercy.” Mr, Wellman said 
Wiman was not « partner in the firm, but 
was employed as manager, and was to re- 
colve os compensation 17 per cent. of the 
not profits of the business, which in no 
case should be Jess than $10,000 & year, 

Tho first wAness was James Harrat, 
cashier for R, G. Dun & Co., who identi- 
fied the cheque in question, and said that 
he had made it under orders from Mr. 
Wiman, who bad come to him and aaid 


that they must owe Ballinger some money, 
and that he had better draw a cheque for 
$5,000, which be did. He also identified 
the signature on the back of the Bullinger 
cheque as Wiman’s, 

Gen, Tracy tried to show that Wiman 
had been in the habit of drawing nearly 
all of the cheques for the concern. Wit- 
ness could not remember one instance in 
the past ten years when Mr. Dun had 
drawn a cheque. Mr. Wiman had always 
drawn the cheques’ for the monthly pay 
roll. 


Edward W. Bollinger said that all his 
relations with the firm had been throngh 
Wiman, At the period ander considera- 
tion the firm owed him about $15,000. 

Mr. Wellman handed Mr, Bullinger the 
$5,000 cheqne and asked if the signature, 
“E W. Ballinger,” was his Witness 
said that it was not; be had never author. 
ized Mr, Wiman to aign his (the witness) 
name to any instrament whatever, 

Anguatus H. Wheeler, s public account- 
ant, was the people's next witness. He 
anid that for seven years prior to February, 
1892, Le had been bookkeeper for RG. 
Dan & Co. 

Mr. Wellinan then wanted to know how 
Wiman's account with RG. Dun & Co, 
had stood on December 31, 1891. 

General Tracey objected on the ground 
that the question was irrelevant and im- 
material, Objection was overruled. 

Tho witness then said that there was a 
balance of $2,366 due Mr. Wiman. This 
balance was not found, however, until 
after Mr. Wiman bad banded witness bis 
cheque for $185,000. This cheque Mr, 
Wiman told the witness to bold until be 
(Mr. Wiman) told bim to deposit it Te 
the witness’ knowledge the cheque bad 
never been deposited. 

Mr. Wellman then wanted to know how

Hoe sald that be bad compared 
the signature, E. W. Ballinger, on the 
cheque in question with Mr, Bullinger’s 
signature, The signature on the cheque 
was spurious, Mr. Ames had also com- 
pared the signature on the cheque with a 
letter written by Wiman to R G. Dab on 
Jaly 1, 1801, This letter had been marked 
for identification, but had not been put in 
as evidenes, Gyn. Tracey objected to any 
mention of the etter being made until it 
had been putin as evidence, Mr, Well- 
wan offered the letter as evidence, After 
it had been passed around among the 
jurors, Mr, Boardman, for the defence, 
read it aloud with evident satisfaction. It 
was from Mr. Wiman to R G, Dun in re 
lation to Mr. Wiman’s overdrawing his 
agoount with RG.

During the 104 years the Karwin mines 
have been In exlatence there have been 
mauy disastrous explosions in them. The 
Inat was in Maroh, 1885, whon 102 men 
were killed, 

The tolies are in two sections, and have 
an annual ontpat of 700,000 tons, Most 
of the coal ls consumed in Vienna, All the 
shafts wore provided with the most mod 
ern ventilators, inoluding double doors, 
connecting the working shafte with the 
air shafts, and oll lamps of the Muozlor 
ayster, The Franziska shaft is 286 
Iuitros deep and connects by passage with 
tho Johannes shaft, which is 333 metros 
deop. 

Count von Larisch, owner of the mines, 
waa in the village aud personally superin- 
tended the work of rescue, which was car- 


ried on with more zeal than discretion, 
The resctio party conmiated of several fore 
mon, officials and miners, of whom one 


overseer, two head minors, one official 
and ten mineré wore killed by ensuing ex 
plosions,

Loyal to 
to his country, both the city of Solleville 
and county of Hastings were deeply iu» 
debiea to him. Mr, Flint had been one 
of the pioneers and his names was associat- 
ed with many public enterprises and for 
ovor sixty years he had pursued an honest 
manly consistent christian life and be was 
worthy of being emulated by the large 
number of young persons before him.

RIO HOUCATION 


A Now School of Mining and Agricultural 

We have just received the newly issued 
calender ot this institution. and we hail its 
establishment at Kingston as a groat boon 
to Eastera Ontario. We recognize 
aajongst its board of governors promiaent 
men of both sides of politics and of beth 
réligious denominations—Oatholic and 
Protestant. The lnc.tiou of such a school 
at Kingston was woll chosen. North of it 
aro the great mining regions of the prox 
vince; east and west of it are good farming 


lands, and close to the buildings of 
the school is Queen's university—an en 
tirely distinct ins‘itution, but one which 
furnishes instruction to the students of 
mining aod agriculture in all the other 
branches of a liboral education, In fact, 


ono reason why the school was located at 
Kingston was exectly the reason why the 
school of practical science was located 
near Toronto university, viz., that its 
students might obtain university instruc 

tion in subjects which the school of mining 
and agriculture could not teach. Last 
October the department of mining was 
opened. Next fall the department of 
igriculture willbe in full blast. The 
city of Kingston has given two 
huildiogs and land valued at $20,- 
000 During the summer two ad- 
ditional buildings will bs erected, one for 
a mining laboratory, the other a building 
for cheese and butter making The insti- 
tu ion will then own four buildings, not 
counting the one rented from Quven’s un 

versity, and these five will be devoted to 
the two main purposes of the achool—two 
to mining, two to veterinary science, and 
one to dairying. Fuldetails of the two 
fiest of these departments are given in the 
calondar, and farther information regard- 
ing the proposed work in the department 
of navigation and dairying is promised 
between now and the opening of the 
school in October. The calendar will be

interest in my case,” 

As to the probability of an appeal, he 
‘oid he was entirely in tho hands of bis 
counsel, 

Mra. Wiman, a slender woman of fair 
and delicate face and seemingly in feeble 
health, passed somo timo with him yestor- ; 
day morning, Tho interview was held in 
the public apartment containing the lib 
rary, ‘Two of Wiman's sons were prosout 
at the iuterviow between Mra, Wimwan and 
her husband. 

Flowers, fruit, telegrams, visitors aud 
letters poured in upon tho prisoner all day 
long, Ho was permitted to haye some of 
the flowers and fruit in his cell. Wiman 
did not give out for publication any of the 
telegrams or letters of eympathy. He inti- 
mated that he felt greatly consoled by

“STOCK YARDS BURNED, — 


Five Thousand Five Hundred Sheep Con- 
sumed in a Jersey City Fire,

There 
was also a quantity of machinory used in 
making oleomargarine and for reading 
purposes.

HOOPER STILL HAS HOPE. 


Hoe stilt P itis Innocence—A Now 
Trial to be Asked For. 

Tunke Rivers, June 20.—Hooper hus 
passed bie fret night as « condemned 
man, and a restless night it has been, 
All hope Is not yet gone, Ho says Limeolf: 
“Hope never dies in an innocent man.” 
He was visited yenterday in his cell by the 
correspondent. His cell, which is about 
twenty-five feet «quare, has one closely: 
barred window looking out on the mighty 
St. Lawrence, with a glimpse of the little 
village of Ste. Angele across the water, A 
bed, a box stove, a table, one chair aud a 
wooden bench pil one end with books 
aud tagazines constitute the furniture of 

tinent, He looked wretched and 

moustache had not received its 
wonted attention. ‘I have had no sleep,” 
he remarkid “I passed the night in tears 
for the disgrace that has fallen on my 
family, Iwas too contideut of my own 
inuocenoe, and the couviction has been an 
awful blow tome, Look there,” and he 
pointed to a large box in the corner corri- 
dor, with the address printed on the 
cover, Captain John Ro Huoper, Ottawa, 
Ont; “I packed that box three days ago, 
1 pat in everything that I have except just 
what Ifwore, and I never thought 1 
should Lave to open it again in » prison, 
On account of being so sure of an acquittal 
T did not have nearly all tie witnesses 
here that I could bave had.” 

“Do you think that the petition for a 
new trial will have any effect 7" 

“Itmust. There ia new evidence and 
they canuot refuse Then there is an- 
other point. [say that the jadge had uo 
right to tell the jury that if I lett my wife 
at Louiseville I was just as guilty as if 1 
had taken my two hands and thrown her 
into the water, One of these jurors said 
that ouly for that they would never have 
found me guilty, We are going to have 
ao affidavit made to that effect,” 

“Were you surprised at the sentence?’ 

“T winh it bed been life. The jouge 
said that I asked him forclemency. I 
never did. J told him that 1 would just 
4s soon bave a life sontence asaday, It 
Was not the prospect of the term in tho 
penitentiary that broke me down, but 1 
Was the thought that I am in the eyes of 
the world wcriminal Lhe juilge decided 
my case on the evidence given at the 
Jollette trial ” 

Tho length of the sentence caused con- 
siderable surprise to many here, avd even 
some of those who thought bim guilty 
have been shaken in their belief by the 
fervor of his protestations of innocence. 
One gentleman said: ‘* He has persisted so 
much that he way guiltless that my idea 
is that he now believes it himself.” 

SoZmany people called at the jail 
that Mr, Guiness, the jailer, haw been 
obliged to appeal to the sberiff to give au 
order against visitors except such as 
Hooper tnay wish to ave. 

It has not yot been decided when bo will 
be taken to St. Vincent de Paul Person- 
ally he does not care when, for he has not 
yetcome to look upon the long term of 
imprisonment as inevitable, 


THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Amendment to the Fisheries Act—Big 
, Labor Deputation. 
Orrawa, Ont, June 20.—In the Honse 
of Commons yestorday Sir Hibbert Tupper 
introduced an actto amend the Fisheries 


Act. 

This bill, which does not come into 
operation until next year, places a license 
onthe lobster curing avd packing in- 
dostries Thisthe Minister of Marine and 
nee said was the only way of pre- 

erving the industry owing to the amonnt 
of illicit curing aud canning that was now 
going on, 

Another feature of the bill was to pro- 
vide for the drifting of salmon in certain 
placea, The bill also provides for an in 
crease in the penalties for second and third 
class offences for ilicit fabing 

A bill alao by Sir Charles Tupper, pro 
viding that deck loads on ships for the 
West Indies be Increased from three feet 
to six feet, was read a second time 

A uumber of other Government bills 
were advanced a stage, after which the 
House went into supply, devoting the 
balance of the evening to the estimates,

ford, Agent-General for South Australia, 
is the firatof the Australian delegates to 
arrive in the olty to attend the Inter 
colonial Conferences, which opens here on 
Thuraday of noxt week, Belng intorviowed 
Mr. Playford wnid: “We can give i 
better mutton than you have bere, iy 
quantity of frozen mutt noo ld be shipped 
to Canada yearly, At pros nt over one 
million poands te being eapored to Lon 
don, Anatralia 18 one of tho grentont 
sheep raising coututiles in the world, 
Anvatralia tas, he added, a many as 120, 
000,000, which is more than the number 
raised in the United States and Canada 
put together. The wool of these sheep 
would be a valuable export, 

“There wight also,” he sald, “be a good 
trade in frozen beef, A considérable 
sugar trade might aluo be formed. Ninety 
thousand tons of ugar were exported 
yearly from Australia, aud thin export 
might bo indefinitely increased, Wine 
conld also be exported by Australia in 
large quantities, and thp increase could 
be unitmited 

“Australis lias also valuable minoral re 
sources, Millions of gold might be ship 
ped svery your. In South Australia is 
one of the richest silver and lead mines in 
the world, The regular output of silver 
each week in 250,000, Thorne are what wo 
can give Canada. We hope to find ont 
what Canada can give os at this confar- 
ence.” 

Asked as to his opiniona upon the 
probable result of the conference, he said 
that he believed the only conclusion that 
would-be arrived at was to ask the British 
Government to pormit « defforential tariff 
betwoen Canada and Australia “If 
Canada,” he saidy “will make # defferential 
turiff on some prodacts we might do the 
same with some of our products and thos 
build up trade between the coloules, It 
is & question of reciprocity.”

He thon moved the first rosolation, which 
is aa followa: 

“That the powor now exercised by the 
House of Lords to mutilate and reject 
meagures paased by the representatives of 
the people in the House of Commons, has 
been aystomatioally used to defeat reformu 
{a inconsistent with the right of free, pop- 
ular self goverumont and should cass to 
oxint,” 

Several prominent Liberals supported 
Mr, Watson's remarks. ‘Tho resolation 
waa adopted. 

The second resolution was then moved 
by Mr, Robson as follows: 

‘That the meeting call npon the Gov- 
ernment to introduce @ moasure for the 
abolition of the Lords veto power by pro- 
viding that whevever @ bill passed by the 
Cominons shall be altered or Fejected. by 
the Lords, the samo bill may be roaftirmed 
by the Commons with or without such 
alteration, be subject only to Royal as- 
sent, and thereupon become law.” 

Mr. Labouchere moved a substitute, dé- 
claring:that the Lords ought to be abolivh- 
od, being useless and dangerous, and 
demanding that the Governmont introduce 
a bill forthe abolition of the House of 
Lords, In his speeoh supporting his aub- 


stitute, Mr. Lavouchere declared that so 
government was @ farce. The original 
resolution was carried, as was also the 
third resolution, which declares: 

“That the meeting assures the Govern- 
ment of the resolute support of the party 
in any ateps that may be deomed necessary 
to enforce the passage of this groat con- 
atitutional reform.” 


POPE LEO'S ENCYCLICAL. 


A Forecast of What ts Intended as His 


Polithoal Testament, ; 

Rome, June 21.—A forecast of the 
Pope's encyclical letter, which is intended 
to be his political testament, bas been ob- 
talned. Whether or not it is authoritative 
cannot be ascertained, 

The Pope expresses his desire to close his 
life with an appeal to all men of every 
land and race to favor unity of faith, As 
regards the uubolieving nations, he de- 
clares that the church will continue with 
unabated ardor to propazate the faith 
among them, He expresses his sorrow for 
the schisms and animositios which have 
torn great civilized nations from the Ro- 
man Church and tolls of his hope that 
Divine mercy and omnipotency will bend 
the wills of men and bring them back to 
the one true faith, 

In addressing the Protestants he declares 
that there remains to them no certain role 
of faith or authority; hence some go so 
far as to deny the divinity of Christ and 
the inspiration of the xcriptures, 
falling into naturalism and materi 

The last part of the letter is addressed 
especially to Catholica In it be exhorts 
them to put off sloth, inasmuch as they 
are confronted by people who threaten the 
faith and submit thomselves wholly to the 
guardianship of the churoh, which is the 
only perfect soclety with a mission to 
tuach and make laws in mattera falling 
within ita jurisdiction without being sub- 
aervient to anybody or exciting envy. 

The Pope denounces Freemasons as 
enemies of religious unity, condemning 
especially their so-called audacity in 
Rome, and he calls on Italy and France to 
throw off the depotiam of those sectaurians 
in order that religious concord among the 
nations may exercise the evils of war. Ho 
atrongly appeals to rulers to foster religions 
unton and strive to ensure that the end of 
the nineteenth century shall not resomble 
the stormy close of the eightoonth. 


State of Feeling In Ireland, 

Lonpox, June 21.—In the Honse of 
Commons Mr, Arnold Foster moved a re- 
duotion of the aulary of the Chief Secre. 
tary of Ireland by £2,000, with » view of 
calling the attention of the House to the 
government of Ireland, He doclared that 
tho prosent apparent state of peace in Ire 
land was not actual, but was due to the 
fact that the Governwnent did not insti- 
tate prosecutions whon it ought to do ao. 
Mr, Jenn Morley contended that the state 
of feeling in Treland is healthior now than 
it has beon for # goneration past, Favor 
able monthly reports, he said, had just 
beon received from all parts of the Irish 
provinces, Closure on Mr, Foster's motion 
was ordorod and carried by « vote of 210 
to 160, and Mr. Morley’s anlary was yoted

New Yorx, June 22,—Despite the sever. 
ity of the sentence atus Wiman declared 
yesterday morning he had passed a very 
comfortable night, Ho ia still cheorfal, 
but refers all enquiries to his counsel, Mr. 
Tracy. His wife and son were atthe 
Tombs before 10 o'clock and spent several 
hours with him. His mail, he saya, brings 
many expressions of sympathy and con 
fidence and offers of fina’ | atalstance. 

Talking of his relati with the Dun 
agonoy Mr. Wiman told of how by clever 
lobbying he saved the firm. He said: 
"Think of the work I did to prevent hos- 
tile legislation that threatened the Dun- 
Wiman business, Seven States at one 
time wore trying to legislate ns ont of ox 
fatence, 

“Onco I spent a month at Harrisbarg 
and worked night and day with tho legis: 
Jators. Atacritical moment I needed to 
inflaence the Senators, I sent telegrams 
differently worded to all my agonta in the 
State. Lordered them to get those tole 
grama signed by the biggest men in their 
localities and repent them back to the 
Senators, When the crowd of telegrams 
protesting againat the contemplated legis- 
lation began to pour in the Senators folt 
that they woro threatoning the State's busi- 
ness interests, and I was all right,

BOYCOTT ON CANADIANS. 


Indignat at the Palle at the U, B& 
Tusoigration Laws: 

Niagana Faris, Jone 25. — United 

Statoe Inspector of Immigration O'Brien 


hos issued instructions to agents of the 
New York Contral, West Shore, Miobigan 
Central, Rome, Watertown and Ogdeus 
borg, Lehigh Valley and the Erie railways 
that all persons in their employ at Sua 
pension Bridge, N.Y., aud residents on 
the Canndian side must reside on the 
Amorican side or the railways most din 
pense with thelr services. The railway 
companies have notified all such men to 
that effect, taking effect July 1 

There are some 75 men so employed and 
have their families and live In their own 
homes on the Canadian side, The man 
damuos, to way the least, created great in 
dignation amongst the citizens of this 
town, The feeling is high. 

The Michigan Central, which operates the 
Canada Southern under a charter from the 
Canadian Govornment, have thelr genornl 
froight offices where mout of thoir Can 
adian employes are employed, on the 
American sida ‘This company some time 
ago made a tost case of tho American alion 
labor Jaw in what was known as the 
Blount case, and won, the American courts 
deolding the alion labor law was never in 
tended to cover Canadians so employed 
and situated on the Canadian side when 
the contract was made on the Amorican 
wide. The Canad wsuthorities intend to 
take tho matter op with the Michigan 
Contra] through the Canadian Governinent, 
in view of compelling that railway to re 
move thelr offices to the Canadian side, 
Ax little can be done with the Chinese law 
in the shape of the Lockwood bill covering 
Canadians #0 employed on the American 
side, which is expected to become law dur- 
ing the first part of July, the position of this 
place Is doubly hard when their citizens 
Will not be permitted to work on the 
American silo and reside on the Canadian 
side, while hundreds of Amoricans cron 
the Sridges daily to work on the Canadian 
side, returning to their home in the even: 
ing. and the foding is atrong hore that the 
Canadian Government should take steps 
to proteot them against the uefarious one- 
sided, whimsical ideas of American logis 
latorn.

Pants, Jane 25 —Sadi Carnot, Proaldent 
of the Republic, was stabbed mortally last 
eveniog in Lyons, by Cesare Giovani 
Santo, an Italian anarchiat, 21 yeara of age 

President Carnot went to Lyons to visit 
the exhibition, He left the Chamber of 
Commerce bangaet given in his honor 
shortly after 9 o'clock and walked to bis 
carriage which was waiting inthe Place de 
In Botirse. Ho had hardly taken hile sont 
when Santo, a newspaper in his hand, 
}'Teaxed through the crowd and sprang up 
the carriage steps Provident Carnot 
started slightly, Santo snatohed « dagger 
from the newspaper and plangod it into 
the President's abdomen near the liver, 
The President sank back uneonsclous, He 
Woe taken at once to the prefecture and 
the most skillfnl surgeons in the city were 
summoned, Meantin ed. 

An eye-witness who was walking abremst 
of the President's carringe with Andrien 
Dupuy, the Promler’s brothes, says that as 
the President's carriage approached the 
credit Lyonnais, his own attention was at 
tracted by a slight disturbancein the {rant 
line of the crowd. He then saw the car 
riage stop, The President hed fallen back 
against the enshions aud his face had be- 
come livid. An ontery was raised at once. 
Hundreds shouted that an attempt on the 
President's life bad been made and the 
crowd seemed suddenly to go mad with 
exoltement, _ 

The news spread swiftly to every part 
of the city, Infurinted crowds filled the 
‘treet. Bofore 10 o'clock an Italian 
tourant had been sacked and the police 
were obliged to strain every nerve to pro- 
tect the Italian consulate. 

Prosidont Carnot arrived in Lyous on 
Saturday and fotended to remain there 
over to morrow. He was accompauied by 
Gen, Borin, chief of his military bénse-

hold, most of his other household officials, 
Premier Dupuy, Bardean avd other 
mombers of the Cabinet, He wan received 
euthuslastically st the station by the 
Mayor and district officials, who escorted 
him and bis party to the Hotel de Ville. 
Cheering crowds filled the streets and gave 
the President sach a welcome as he had 
seldom received. There was « lancheon 
at the Hotel de Ville and in the evening a 
dinner at the prefecture. From the bal 
ouny of the prefecture the Prosident re- 


vi i large torchlight procession, which 
was followed by fireworks and an illumi. 
nation. Afterward the programme of the 
city officials for Sanday, Monday and 
Tnesday was submitted to him in detail 
and he exprersed his satisfaction with the 
arrangements, 

Yestorday the president and his party 
paid « state visit to the exhibition in the 
Pare de ls Tete d'Or, Afterwards the 
president held « reception at the Profoc- 
tire. He planned to go to the grand 
treatre on the Place de la Comedie in the 
evening after the bimquet at the Chamber 
of Commerce. Hoe was iu a particularly 
happy mood during the banguet and was 
noticeably elated by the cordiality of his 
phic) not only by the crowd outside 
the building but also by the guests within, 
He was cheered incessantly from the 
moment be left the Chamber of Commerce 
until he took the carriage for the theatre, 

The demotibtrative effect of the crowd 
caused the eonfusion which gave Santo 
his opportunity aa he was able to push his 
way forward quite unnoticed until at the 
step of the carriage, 

Aw Sauto sprang from the carriage step 
and tried to escape he waa seized and sur- 
rounded, But for the prompt interference 
of the police he would haye been torn and 
trampled to death on the spot. As soon 
as the police extricated him from the 
Lands of bis captors they hurried him off 
to the tion house, 

When Santo was within « few fect of 
the carriage be waved m paper as if intend- 
ing to present a petition aud thas threw off 
their gaurd the persons nearest the Presi 
dent. He was seized just as he was abou} 
to jamp from the step and had but halg 
withdrawn the dagger. 

The President had repeated homorrhea 
ges after ke was removed to the pre 
tecture, He sank gradually but ateadily 
until 12.45 o'clock when he died, 

Mme. Carnot aud her two sons left Paris 
at 11.57 o'clock by special train for Lyons, 
All the Ministers who did not go to Lyong 
with the President were in coangihat the

uation, ax was Lo be expected, In theatrug- 
gle to obtain deposits during the perfod of 
strain some banks and other inatitutions paid 
rates for money which, if warranted at all, | 
were only warranted for a fow weeks. The 
effect of thison those who had deposits likely 
withdrawn by such offers, and who felt 
wd to meet the « jon, was to raise 
the averaga coat of depowite at 
the very time when it was clear that wo | 
were entering upon a period of liquidation, 
and therefore of easy money. Fora few 
weeks the borrowers from banks had to pay 
a slightly increased rate, but this not only 
lasted n very whort time, but in addition the 
liquidation of mercantile discounts which 
followed ha» largely increased the amount 
invested in loans on stocks and bonds, the 
average rte of interest on whieh at the 
moment ia vory unsatisfactory. 

The borrowing pnblic of Canada will doubt 
loss never know just what they owe to the 
bonks for tho policy followed by the latter 
during the sammer ond autumn of 1893. , 
Bankers aro supposed to be as willing as pri- | 
vate individuals to lend at the highest 
tainable rates to whoever will give the best 
necurity, and w » they do othorwise it is 
presumed self interest is the only reason 
which causes them to refrain from selecting 
whichever business will at the moment pay 
tho best. No doubt this fe quite true, but 
it is well to remember that some croditis due 
to those whosee their self interest ina 
broad, instead of a oarrow policy. During 
the summer and antumn of 1593 the applica 
tions for loans from private individuals and 
firms, industrial «companies, municipal cor 
poaans, banks, andio fact every kind of 
business concorn, from the Western States to 
the Atlantic Seaboard, were simply without 
number, and those who camo were but the 
select few who felt, because of the sufficient 
scourity they had to offer, and the high ra 
they were prepared to pay, their wants 
would surely be supplied, Asa rule the an. 
awer fromall Canadian banks was the same, 
thatatthe moment they were 
taking care of theirown country. Private 
individuals in Canada availed “themselves | 
largely of thechance to obtain high rates, 
but the banks did not. Some Canadian 
borrowers were annoyed at the slight ad- 
vance in rates, but they did not reflect that 
the money lent to them could have been lent 
elsewhere at very much higher rates of in 
terest, nor of them reflect upon the 
difference between « country where ths sol. 
vent borrower could not obtain a loan, no 
matter how good the security, and this coun, 
try, where it may be safely said that no 
worthy customer of a bak found bin lank 
ing facilities in anyway curtailed. 

The General Manager will havo something 
to may to you regarding the oritical time 
throagh which the world is passing, and I 
will not aay anyth further upon that 
jod where so many in 
making up their annual accounts have losses 
to reckon with, instead of guines, I may be 
permitted to sny something r ig a class 
of losses now being borne by many Canad 
inns, which are to be regretted for the un- 
sound business ideas they indicate more than 
for the actual money lossea wustained. We 
hear evegy now and then of large somes of 
money having been transmitted through 
brokers’ offices to cover margins on adverse 
apeculations in Chicago and New York. I 
would be afraid to repeat some of these state 
ments, because no matter how troe, many 
people would refuse to believe them, bat it 
iscortain that in the aggreyate the stock and 
grain specula ing public in Canada have had 
to bear losses amouating to many millions of 
dollara—a very serious and direct burden 
upon the industry of this country. We are 
not likely to failin sympathy for those who 
make losaos in attempting to build up an in- 
dustry, or to carry on any real trading ven- 
ture ; they have, perhaps helped the country, 
although they have failed to make money 
for themaclves, but this species of gambling 
which year after year only results in taking 
money out of Canada to help support the 
brokers in Chicago and New York, is very 
much to be regre'ted. It ina pity the law 
erless to restrain them for their own 
, and to protect the business morals of 
community. Many a Canadian who by 
attention to hia legitimate business was de- 
veloping habits of thrift and industry, which 
would make him valuable.to the community 
and useful to himself, has been induced to 
deal in Chicago, has early in his experience 
made a little money, and has thus been led 
to feel that the old methods of moderate pro 
fits for daily toil were slow and wearisomo, 
but later on, when his speculations went 
against him, he has found that he las not 
only lost his money, but has also impaired 
lost his habita of perseverance and in- 
dustry, aud in mang cases becomes discour 
aged and joina the already overcrowded 
ranks of unsuccessful traders,

ing the past winter, As it was, they 
doubtless intended, as a whole, to take 
out about the usual quantity, but the 
early mild weather broke up the winter 
roads, and, as a consequence, some 

hundrods of millions of feet are left in 
woods. In the Ottawa district most of

some trouble with low water, will, in

‘The logs held buck ave mainiy in the 

Georgian Bay and North Shore disteicts. 
In the Ottawa district, the cut of logs

The nature of the market will depend

Although as 
compared with cheese making and cattle 
feeding, it is only its infancy, what 
may be deve is i od by the ot 
that while our exports of perk products 
down to 1889 were less than batf a mill- 
ion dollars, for the year ending 20th 
June, 1808, they exe ceded three millions. 
That we have something to learn as to 
quality and the kind of animal from 
which the best return can be obtained 
there is no doubt. Asin every other 
farm product, if wea 4 secure the 
Rritish market, we must raise rot the 
second-best, but the best. 

The business of shipping live cattle, 
which amounted five years ago in value 
to about $0,600,000, hac used to 
nearly $11,000,000 for the year ending 
20th June, 1803, but during the past year 
the business bas been unprofitable to 
almost all concerned, both graziers and 
shippers. A fallof about one cent 
a half per pound isa very serious sl 
age, but what relation the present 
somewhat improved price has to the 
actual cost of production is matter 
not easy to learn. Even ifthe British 
restrictions were remoyed it would 
doubtless take some time for the busi- 
ness to entirely recover.

electric light, telegraph and telephone 
wires. The company must supply incande- 
scent light of 16 candle power for the 
business portion of the city, an all night 
service, at a rate not to exceed one cent a 
night ona basis of 365 nights in the year 
and for all residential parts of the city at 
a rate not to exceed one cent a night each. 
The company must pat inthe lights at 
their own expense and own the plant 
and material, but no rental isto be charg- 
ed for the appliances which the ownors of 
property may purchase at actual cost.

STRIKE STEADILY SPREADING 


The Outlook ts for One of the Greatest 
Struggles Between Capital and La- 
bor Yet Known In the States— 
Canadian Lines Not 
Affected, 


Cuicago, June 28,—Not a train om the 
Illinois Central railroad left Chicago. Tho 
tie up is complete, 

As w result of the first day of the boy- 
cott of the Puliman Palace Car Company 
by the American Railway Union there are 
over 500 employes of the different roads 
out of Chicago now on strike, The awiteh- 
men of the Panhandle and Northwest line 
also struck. Strikes will be declared within 
the wext twodays on the Fort Wayne, 
the Panbaudle and other Pennsylvania 
liaos, the Chicago and Northwestern, Chi} 
cago and Alton and Santa Fo. The latter 
road was badly tied up along the line on 
orders issued by the union officials, but 
the mep in Chicago were nut to be ordered 
out until to-day. 

New Yorx, June 28,—The strikes on 
wootorn railroads are spreading. A general 
atrike has beon ordored on the Northern 
Pacifico and moh aro being called out in 
Chicago every hour, 

Denver, June 28.—Owing to the Pull- 
man boycott no through trains are running 
on the Santa Fe road, Five trains are 
held at Raton, N. M., and one at Lajunta, 
Colo, The officers of the company are 
dotermined not to move the trains without 
Pallmans but can find no trainamen who 
will handle these cars. 

Montreav, June 28.—The fight between 
the American Railway Union and tho 
Pullman Palaco Car Company will not 
affect the Canadian linos, The O.P.R. 
have their own cara and the G.T,R Co, 
claim that they are not involved. 

Assistant Genoral Manager Wainwright 
said: ‘TL expect no trouble whatever over 
the matter. The Pullman cara we use are 
assigned to us, and we have nothing to do 
with tho difficulty,” 


ON COLONIAL PROPERTY. 


Tho Governments of the Colonies Object 
to the Tax for Imperial Purposes, 


Lonpos, June 28,—Sir William Har- 
court's new budget clause, relating to 
death duties upon proporty in the colonies 
belonging to persons domiciled in the 
United Kingdom, is entirely satisfactory 
to the representatives of the colonies in 
London to whom it has been submitted,

this taxation of colonial propety for im- 
perial purposes and Iny great stress upon 
the following sentence in the protest 
against the colonial estate dutios: ‘‘It is 
undesirable that the estate of any Britieb 
subject in whatever part of the empire it 
may be located sbould be charged with 
adeuth duty more than once.”

Many miorchaats in towns and villages 
feel much chagrined when their fellow 
townsmen send daily to “the city” for dry 
goods, books, otc., instead of patronizing 
the mon who are the ma.nstay of their 
town. Itis lamentable to som a con- 
scientious, upripht merchant in a small 
town doing his best to give the people ef 
his vicinity a chance to inspect a full 
range of the season's novolties, and then 
when thoy have fully inspected his stotk, 
got a general Idea of what they ought to 
buy, they send for samples from “the 
city,” and finally order from thore, 

The peopls of a town are following 
thoie own bast interests when they pa 
teonize their home trade, Every store in 
a town pays a certain amount of rent, 
taxes, gas bills, otc., and the wages of 
employer and employee will amount to a 
snug sum every year. Another store 
ocoupied increasns the price ot real estate.

Another store occupied and com- 
peting for trade moans an increased num- 
ber of visitors, rural and civic, and an in- 
creased circolation of money. 

The merchants of a town are its back» 
bone. Take thom out of any town and in 
three months it will be as dead as the 
proverbial “door nail." They are the sap 
of the town, and give in activity and life. 
One live merchant is worth ninety-nine 
retired farmers. Merchants talk up the 
town; they draw manufacturers in- 
to it ; they draw residents ; they invest 
money in it; they helpin a thousend 
ways.

Yorty Thousand Men Outof Work Along 
Western Lines. 


Curcaco, June 29.—The Pullman strike | 
and coneequent boycott has assumed the | 
pore of the greatest battle between 
jaburand capttal that hax ever boen in- 
augoratol in the United States Tho 
trouble hi pread to nearly all of the ien- 
portant railroads in the United Siates 
west of Chicago, with the result that the 
entire system ix tied up, Over 20,000 men 
have either quit work or have anyounced 
their fatention of so doing in Chicago. 
lt was estimated at the headquarters of 
the American Railway@Union that fully 
40,000 neo are now ont on strike on ac- 
connt of the refusal ofthe Pallman com 
pany to settle the differe:ces with its em- 
ployeain the shops. By nearly donble 
the numer will have been ordered ont. 

The feature of the union's work was 
the sj,eedy settlement effected with the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. A special 
committes was sent to the general manager 
of the Milwapkee with a request that the 
road refuse to hanl Pullinan sleepers, 
Through a misunderstanding « uomber of 
the Milwankee men strack before an anawer 
was given aud this led to the report that 
the road was tied up. The company 
officials lost no time in informing the com- 
mittee that no Paullmans would be hauled 
over the road and within an hour the nine 
objectionable cars which are ran on that 
line were elde tracked.

The announce- 
ment notified the deputies to meet in the 
Chamber and march in » body to the 
Palace of the Elysee. Premier Dupuy in- 
troduced » bill providing tor the opening 
of # credit of 100,000f. for the Ministry of 
the Interior and 10,000f. for the Foreign 
Office to defray the expouses of the funeral 
of M. Carnot and demanded urgenoy in the 
matter of its consideration. ‘he bill was 
unanimously passed amid great epplsuse, 

M. Auguste Burdesu has expressed a 
wish to become president of the Chamber 
of Deputies rather than to undertake the 
rormation of # ministry and President 
Casimir-Porier has therefore decided to 
urge M. Dupuy to retain the premiership 
and reconstruct the cabinet. 

The orations at the Pantheon on the 
occasion of the faneral of M. Carnot to- 
morrow will be dolivered by Premior 
Dupuy on behalf of the Government, M 
Challemel-Lacour on behalf of the Senate,

IN THE IMPERIAL HOUSE. 


The Armed Assistance to be Counted on 
From the Colonies, 

Lonpon, June 80.—In the House of 
Commons Mr, Charles E. H. Vincent asked 
the Government to stete to what extent 
assistance could be counted upon by the 
Imperiai Government from the self-goy- 
erned colonies in the event of an emor- 
gency.

He would endeavor, however, he said, to 
obtain the information requested as to the 
annual expenditures in the self-governed 
colonies which he thought very probably 
was in the possession of the Imperial De- 
fence Committee,

Tho wisdom of cewsation from bard la- 
bor one day out of the seven is almost unl- 
vorwally acknowledged, Tho world has 
found ont that it can do loss work in seven 
days than in siz, and that the fifty-two 
dys of the yoar devoted to ret are an ad 
dition rather than a oubtraction, Experi 
ments have been made in all departments 
The great Lord Castloreagh thought he 
could work his brain 365 daye in the year, 
but after awhile broke down and commit- 
ted adioide; and Wilberforce said of him, 
“Poor Castloroagh! This isthe result of 
the non- observance of the Sabbath!” 

A celebrated morchant declared; ‘‘I 
should havo boon & maniac long ago but 
for the Sabbath.” The nerves, the brains, 
the muscles, the bones, the entire physl- 
cal, {ntellectual and moral nature ery ont 
for the Sabbath rest, Whotis true of man 
ia for the moat part, true of the brute, 
‘Yravolors have foand out that they come 
to their places of destination sooner whon 
thay let their horses rest by the way on the 
Sabbath, What is tho matter with those 
forlorn creatures harnessed to dome of tho 
olty carat Why do they stumble and stag- 
ger and fall?

“Oh,” sayw 
some one, “God won't be displeased with 
a grand sacred concert,” A’ gentleman 
who was present at a grand sacred concert 
one Sabbatn night in one of the threatres 
of our great cities, said that during the 
exercises there were comic and sentimental 
songs, interspersed with course jokes; and 
there wore dances, and a farce, and tight 
rope walking, and a trapeze performance. 
I suppose it was a holy dance and « con- 
seorated tight rope, ‘Thin is what they 
call a “grand sacred concert.” 

Wo hear a great deal of talk about “the 
rights of the people” to have just such 
amusements on Sanday as they waut to 
have. I wonder jf the Lord has any 
rights. You rule your family, the Gover 
nor rules the State, the President rules the 
whole land; I wonder if the Lord has the 
right to rule the nations and make the 
enactmont, “Remember the Sabbath day 
to keep it holy,” and if thore is any appeal 
to a high court from that decision, and if 
the men who are Warring against that en- 
actment are not guilty of high treason 
against the Maker of heaven and earth, 
They have in our cities pat God on trial.
